THE CHINESB MASSACRE. 


More Dead Bodies Found and the Survivors 
Ordered to Leave. 

Rock Srrinos, Wy., September 5.—Two more 
dead celestials were found to-day, one in the 
ruins Of Chinatown and the other beneath the 
railroad bridge, abouta mile east-of the place, 
The latter had been wounded, and had menaged 
to walk that far before giving up. The miners who 
took an active part in theattack upon Chinatown 
say that less than one third of the dead Chinese in 
the ruins of the houses have been found thus far, 
They declare that no less than 25 were shot down 
inside the burned buildings. These buildings 
had dirt roofs, which covered up the dead China. 
men when the dwelling had succumbed to the 
flames and as noactual search has been made in 
theruinsitis quite probable*the miners’ state- 
ments are true, 

The Chinamen are still arriving at the station 
from the east and west almost dead from fright, 
and weak from fatigueand lack of food, All are 
shipped to Evanstown by the company. They 
reiterate thestatement that many have died in 
the hills irom wounds received in the attack uvon 
them. It is reported that the white miners 
at Almyn, the western end of the territory, 
bave notified the Chinese Jaborers in the mines. 


They are told they must leave within three days 
and it is said that the Union Pacificcompany has 
guaranteed their removal within the time speci- 
fied. The Celestials all along the road refused to 
work today, and demanded passes to Evanston, 
The Chinerelaundrymen and.servants at Green 
River were told last night that they must leave 
within 12 hours, and they will go west in today’s 
express. 


AS VIEWED BY THE LEGATION. 

WASHINGTON, September 5.—The attache in 
charge of the Chines: legation here in absence of 
the minister, stated that he had not communi- 
cated with the state department in regard to the 
massacre Of the Chinese in Wyoming, as they were 
waiting to hear from the minister 
whoisin New York. He thought, however, that 
the correspondence on the subject would be open 
ed, and said that notwithitanding his country’s 
opposition to her subjects leaving home these 
bad not Cone so in violation of any law and had 
Claim upon their country. 

TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 

WASHINGTON, September 5.—Adjutent General 
Drum, today telegraphed instruction to Major 
General Schofield, at Chicago, to order additional 
United States troops to Evanstown, Wyoming ter- 
ritory, where the fleeing Chinese are concentrat- 
ing and to all other pointsalong the route of the 
United States mails in that territory, where there 
are indications of trouble, Information was re- 
ceiyed toda that two companies 
of soldiers was ordered to the 
scene of the disturbance yesterday, arrived at 
Evenstown this morning, and that the condition 
of affairs there is threatening. Instructions have 
already been given-the United States troops in 
Wyoming contemplating only protection to mails, 
but it is understood that in case trouble continues 
that the president and his cabinet wili consider

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WAR OR REVOLUTION. 


THE SPANISH-GERMAN: TROUBLE 
ATA CRISIS. 


The [afuriated Citizens of Madrid Stone the Ger- 
man EBmbassedor and Grossly Insults the 
German Fieg—Germany Plants Her Fiag 
at Yap Against Spenish Protestations. 


MapDEID, September 5.—A sensation was caused 
here this morning on receipt of important news 
from Caroline islands. Spanish war ships reached 
Yap, one of the islands, on the 2ist ult., and pre- 
pared to occupy it in the name of Spain. The 
Spanish officers were dilatory in landing troops, 
and on the “4th of the same month a Gere 
mean gunbovt arrived. Although it was 
feven o’clock in the evening, a German com- 
mender instentiy landed a body of marines 
and sailors and hoisted a German flag over the 
island. The Spanish officials made an energetic 
protest against the action of the German com- 
mander, and on the latter’s refusal to recede from 
the position he had taken telegraphed to Madrid 
for instructions. A conflict between the German 
and Spanish residents at Yap is feared. On receipt 
of the above news the ministers were immediate. 
Jy tummoned to cabinet council, and King Alfon: 
80 was advised of the strained situation. His 
majesty telecraphs that he will arrive in Madrid 
tomorrow. 

INDIGNATION IN MADRID, 

The excitement over the German occupation of! 
Yap is intense, and the populace is wild with rage. 
A large crowd gathered in front of the German 
embassy, attacked the building and tore down the 
coat of arms and dragged it through the atreets to 
Puerta del Sol, where they burned it in front of 
the offices of the minister of the interior, and yells 
of “Down with Germany.’ Crowds gathered in 
the streets of Madrid all night long, frantically 
gesticulating and calling the Emperor William 
and Prince Bismarck the vilest names, 
several thousand people shouting, ‘Death to Bis- 
marck’’ and “Viva Espana!’ ‘The German embassy 
was completely mobbed. The furniture and mir- 
rors were dashed to pieces, the people almost 
foaming at their mouths with frenzy. 

After venting their spleen, the mob proceeded 
tothe French embassy, and cheered enthusiasti- 
cally. The crowd had by this time grown to con- 
siderable proportions, and fears were entertained 
ofaseriousriot. The troops were ordered out to 
clear the streets. The crowd slowly returned 
before the military, butariotat any moment is 
feared. Filtysix of the leaders of the mob were 
arrested before the crowd retired. 

A council of ministers has adopted a proposi 
tion to court martial the governor oi Yap and the 
commanders of the two Spanish war ships which 
arrived there on the 2ist ult., for neglect of duty 
in not immediateiy garrisoning the island with 
Bpenish soldiers on their arrival there, and 
former in not hoisting the Spanish fiag and pro- 
Claiming the suzerainty of Spain over the island, 
The report that the German squadron had sailed 
for the Caroline islands is confirmed, 

THE SPANISH MINISTRY IN SESSION, 

An important meeting oi leading liberals was 
held today at the residence of Senor Segaston. 
After discussing the Caroline question it was re- 
solved that the oceupation of the island of Yap 
by a German gunboat should be considered as 
equivalent to the declaration of war. That if a 
crisis ir the sovernment shonl( occur and the

Count De Benomar, the E&panish 
ambassador at Berlin, and hand Count Solms 
Sonnewalde, German ambassorat Madrid, his 
passports. Resolutions also declared that the lib- 
erals would order the Spanish authorities at the 
Phillippines to retover the territory in the Caro- 
line Islands, taken possession of by Germany, and 
to use force if necessary toregain it. Theadop- 
tion of the above resolution has created a great 
sensation, The government has dismissed from 
service by telegraph the commander of the two 
Spanish men of war stationed at Yap. 

Later information received by the government 
says that at the time of the planting of the Ger- 
man fag at Yap, the commanders of the Spanish 
yessels, whom the government has since dis- 
missed by telegraph, protested with energy 
against the occupation. The Spanish gun boats 
cleared their decks for action and the Manila 
was about to open fireupon the German gun boat 
when ehe was signaled to desist, which she did 
most reiuctantiy. 

Athird Spanish vessel, the Velastore, has ar- 
rived at Yap bay. This news causes the wildest 
excitement throughout Spain. 

GERMAN MINISTER PROTECTED, 

Count Solms Sonvnewalde, German ambassador, 
has returned to his legation in this city from La- 
Grandja. He was escorted by a strong military 
guard. King Alfonso has also returned to the 
city, and is now presiding at the cabinet council, 
Everything is now orderly throughout the city, 
elthough the most intense excitement prevails. 

Several of the soberest Spaniards feel confident 
that the afflairmustend now either by war or 
revolution. 

A later dispatch respecting the German occupa- 
tion of Yap states that the governor of that is- 
lanl wished to resistthe landing of the Ger 
man marines and sailors, but the commanders of 
the Spanish man of war Sanquenten, which was 
the only vessel of that nationality in the harbor 
at the time refused to agree with the govelnor as 
to the adoption of such a course as to lend the 
latter assistance. It is generally believed that 
the commander of the Spanish man of war 
Velesee, which was expected at Yap on the 26th 
of August, carries with him energetic orders, 

The German legation is guarded by the cavalry, 
infantry and artillery. The German consul, in 
the absence of the German ambassador asked 
Cestillo, the president of the council, for permis- 
sion to telegraph his government at Berlin re- 
specting the situation of affairs at Madrid. The 
request was granted, Senator Castilio at the same 
time expressing regret at the mob’s conduct. 

ALFONSO RETURNS. 

The ministers and civiland military authori- 
ties met King Alfonso at the depot on his 
arrival in this city, Large crowds lined the route 
taken by the royal party in going from the depot 
to the palaceand shouted, “Long live Spain!’ 
The king was repeatedly greeted with cheers, an! 
notwithstanding the excitement the most perfect 
erder prevailed. 

GERMANY WANTS SATISFACTION, 

BEELIN, September 5.—The National Zeitung 
commenting on the scenes enacted in Madrid on 
the receipt of the news of the German occupation 
of Yap says that “Spain must give Germany the 
necessary satisfaction for the events of last even- 

ng.”’ 
The news from Madrid concerning the Caroline 
affair is ridiculed here. It is believed that reports 
are overdrawnh. 

THE GOVERNMENT TAKES ACTION. 

An official report bas been mace concerning the 
cabinet council held this afternoon, which was 
presided over by King Alfonso. The report says 
that the government cannot now make public the 
meastires decided upon, but that the country mey 
be assured that they were of an energetic charac- 
ter. The report further says that the government 
decided that the ‘‘negotiatious respecting the out 
rage on {the integral part of the Spanish territory 
are impossible.”

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THE BOSTON MYSTERY. 


WHAT THE BOATMAN FOUND IN 
CHARLES RIVER. 


Zhe Body of a Middis-Aged Woman Found in « 
Sack—The Detectives Troubiein Losating the 
Crime—A Maltese Plumber's Wise Miss. 
ing—The Husband Suspicioned, 


Boston, Mass., August 31.—For more than a 
month Boston has watched with keenest interest 
the gradual weaving ofa webof evidence in the 
case of a great and mysterious crime. The daily 
developments as Cetailed by the newspapers have 
been closely followed, but the disjointed narra- 
tive has included so many remarkable facts and 
coincidences that the story is worth telling as a 
whole, although the sequal is still lacking. The 
apparently bopelese task which the police under- 
teok on Thursday, the 23d of July, was placed be« 
fore them on the afternoon of that day by the jan- 
itor of the Union Boat club house, on the Charles 
river, who pulled from the stream an old potato 
sack containing the upper portion of the body of 
a middie sged woman. Within three days the 
three other sections of the quartered corpse 
were picked up at widely separate points in 
the harbor. The autopsy showed 

bat the murdered woman had met her death by 
ufocation, and that her body had immediately 


been roughly dissected. There were fiager 
matks on the throat, but the doctors said she had 
not died of strangulation. She had been held 
face down and probably smothered in a pillow or 
feather bed. The natural inference was that her 
muiderers had killed her while trying to stifie her 
cries. The first problem that presented itself— 
tbat of identification—was an exceedingly difficult 
one, end in solving it the most unique features o! 
the case were developed. The body itself and its 
wrappings furnished almost noclue. It wag sim- 
ply the body of astout woman about 36 years old, 
whose features had evidently been attractive but 
about whom there was no mark, scar or unusual 
characteristic. She had been dead about three 
days, and the exposuretothe action of the salt 
water had somewhat swollen and discolored the 
face. Photographs and a plaster cast of the head 
were taken at once, and the body itself was pre- 
served forseveraldays for purposes of identifica- 
tion. There were just two points upon 
which the detectives relied for the solution of any 
doubts that might urise. Three teeth were missing, 
one of them an incisor,and the autopsy showed 
that the victim had suffered a miscarriage within 
a month of her death. 

No one supposed that the difficulty encountered 
six years agoin solving the great Lynn trunk 
mystery would arisein thiscase. That was the 
case Of a young girl who died atthe hands of mal- 
practitioners. The nose had been been cut off, 
and in seeking to identify the remains the fact was 
developed that hundreds of girls were missing 
from New England homes under circumstances 
that threatencd a similar fate. But the Charlies 
river mystery of today is the case of an apprrently 
married woman ol middle iife. Yetthe investi 
gation, as it bas proceeded, has developed almost 
the same doubt as to the identity of the 
victim as had occurred in Lynao. 
No woman had been reported to 
the police as missing within six weeks, whoatall 
answered the description of the body foundin 
bags, and yet within a week after the discovery of 
the murder inquiries were made for dozens of 
women of similar age whose families and friends 
ci uld not find them. More than that, relatives 
aud friends within a few days positively identified 
the bedy itselfasthat of fully ten women. These 
identifications were each apparently complete in 
al: Cetails,andineach case the detectives were 
obliged to assume that the recognition was genu 
ine «nd to work nightand day to trail the miss. 
ing individual, It was no light undertaking, and 
it proved a severe tax upon the patience and re: 
sources Oi the force. In fseverai instances there 
were colateral circumstances of remarkable sig- 
nificance indicating that ihe officers were on the 
right treek. One identification was strangest of 
all, Thre. dbrothere, intelligent men, one of them 
an cf. VS .ostete tor. .caitiy oly indentidfed 
the ody gh Pe.th ’ Cc. Gilbert 
wife ot Lawrence Giidert, no ici. Buston a iew 
weeks sgo, Sheisasinger on the variety stage 
and there were important reasons, besides points 
of resemblance, to indicate that she was the yic- 
tim of the tregedy.

finger of the left hand, holes forear rings, size o/ 
bends and feet, in ag | point the »rothers declar- 
ed that the body was the image of their sister. 
Her aged and infirm motherin the country sent 
word that her daughter had once or twice suffer- 
ed mscarriage, making it probable that *cvren 
in this respect the condition if iden- 
tification would be fulfilled, As positive and 
complete was the evidence that the police were 
fully convinced they bad accomplished the most 
important step toward thesolution of the myste- 
ry. Search was made in all directions for the Gil- 
bert family, and‘°a day for two afterward the 
officers got track of them in Providence. But 
they soon found that the entire family had been 
visiting Mr. Gilbert's fatherin that city during 
the week of the murder, and that Mrs. Gilbert, her 
husband and children left for New York en the 
evening of the day the first portion of the body 
was found in Boston. 

This discouraging setback for the detectives was 
followed by more of! the same sort, so that at the 
exrd of two weeks the case seemed as hopeless as at 
the start. A clue that promised good results fora 
few days was furnished by a man who was former- 
ly a steward on the schooner Oriole, a coaster that 
left Boston the day before the my | was found, 
This man identified an old piece of carpet which 
was found wrapped around one portion of the 
body asa piece he put down upon the floor of the 
ship's galley a few weeks before. There had been 
a& woman on board uutil within a day or two of 
the vessel's leaving Boston. When she reached 
Philade!phia ten asys later the police of that —_ 
telegrapned that there was no woman on board, 
end that all but a smali piece 
of the galley carpet was missing. When the Bos- 
ton cflicers reached that city they learned that 
the woman, who was thecaptain’s wife, had been 
put sshore on Cape Cod on the way out, and that 
the pieces of carpet did not match. 

The first information that proved genuine did 
not reach the officers until fifteen days after a 
Charles had disclosed the great crime, Taen i 
was learned that the wife of Frank Mitchell, 
plum ber on Endicott street, had been missing for 
more than two weeks. Mitchellis a Maltese by 
birth, but hes been in this country about twenty 
years, and has done well in business. His expla- 
nation of the disappearance of his wife, Ellen, was 
thatshe had aslight dispute with him on the 
evening of Monday, three days before the body 
was found, and that she left the house in a huff, 
He thought for a day or two that she had gone to 
stay with rejatives in Woburp, where the 
two ‘children were visiting. When he 
found she was not there he says he 
sent to other places where he thought 
she might be, but he didnot repert her disap- 
pearance until the public learned of it by accli- 
dent after two weeks, The identification tests were 
first applied, and every nesy except the husband 
positively recoenized the body and plaster cast. 
‘the dentist' who extracted her teeth identified 
the jaws. It was ascertained that Mrs. Mitchell. 
suffered a miscarriage two weeks before her dis- 
appearance, and a thorough search failed to reveal 
a trace of her later than 8 o’clock the Monday 
before the body was found. For various reasons 
suspic‘on pointed toward the husband, but he was 
not arrested fora week. Then in making a final 
search of his house the police found a loose piece 
of carpet which exactly matches that in which a 
section of the corpse wasenveloped. It is a pecu- 
liar design of faded Brussels carpet made over 
fifteen years ago, and experts say there is no 
doubt the two pieces are of thesame. This point 
was more positively settled by another discovery. 
Upon the carpet found around the body 
were several coarse, stort, white hairs. Similar 
bairs were upon the matched piece of carpet 
in the Mitchell house.

It will be so no longer. 

Mayor Price has so decreed. 

For many years, gambling has been openly car- 
vied on in Macon inall its phases. When other 
cities were waging war upon the gamblers and 
their busines, Macon was passive. © The city be- 
came general headquarters for an army of the 
knights of the dice box, and many a promising 
yourg man wasled to ruin. So recklessly was 
gambling carried on that even young boys, 
geearcely in their teens, frequented the gambling 
houses and bet their mceney as if they were pro- 
lessionals.. 

Recently, THe CONSTITUTION has been the means 
ol directing attention to the infamous negro 
gambling densthat abounded in the city, and 
they were forced to wall themselves in to carry on 
their nefarious business without interruption. 

The Macon police have not been idle in the 
matter ofsuppressing the gambling houses, but 
they labored under many disadvantages, and were 
practically powerless. 

Mayor Price bas had the matter under consider- 
ation for some time, and believing that the best 
interests of the city demanded that vigorous ac 
tion should be taken, he determined to make no 
distinctions, and to close the gambling houses, 
whether maneged by whites or blacks. 

At half past twelve o'clock last night, accom- 
panicd by Lieutenant Charles Wood, o! the police 
force, he yikited all the gambling houses that 
were open and ordered the proprietors to close. 
The order created consternation among the gam: 
blers, and some of them were disposed to kick. 
They alleged that the city bad no ordinance 
egainst gambling, and that the mayor, therefore, 
bad no right to close their houses. Mayor Price 
wee firm, ard insisted that his order must be 
obeyed. It wasobeyed,and the gamblers were 
notified that if they reopened their houses they 
would be arrested. This morning the work was 
continued until every gambling house in the city 
had been ordered to close, 

The meyor’s action caused much discussion to- 
day. The gamblers, of course, urged strong ob- 
jections to his course, but everybody else sus- 
tained him. TH CONSTITUTION’S correspondent 
meade renerel inquiries upon the subject, and 
found an almost unanimous feeling in the msyor’s 
favor. Meny whoopposed him inthe last elec- 
tion seid, unhesitatingly, thatthey would support 
him in the next. Some of the gamblers themselves 
eay thet dibey hed long expected some such action, 
andithset, considering the open way in which 
gamblirg hes been carried on, the mayor was 
fully justified. 

It is not known what the cambiers will do, but 
it is not likely they will reopen their houses. If 
they do, the police have reccived positive instruc- 
tlors to arrest them. 

Mayor Price’s action was taken after consulta- 
tion with Chief of Police C. M. Wiley. The mayor 
supposed the chief to be in Atlanta, which city he 
had been visiting, and this wes the reason why he 
acted without thechief. Tonight thechief issued 
the following notice, after consultation with the 
meyor: 

“All gambling houses in the city are hereby 
ordered to be closed from and after this date. 


Parties violating the gambling laws will be 
arrested by the police, Al parties were duly no- 


tificd last night,’’ 
“C., M, WILEY, Chief Police.”

The Camilla Clarion gives fuller particulars of 
the death of Mr, Williem Lee by lightning, He 
was recovering the ginhouse of Hon, Israel Maples 
and was nailing onthe last course of shingles 
when the terrible messenger came, He leaves a 
v ife and six children, who were dependent on his 
labor. Mrs, Chence was badly hurt by the same 
thunderbolt. Mr,John M.Chance tells us that 
he reached the ginhouse a few minutes after the 
accident.

Ife Man Recds the Home Ocurier and No Other 
Paper He Becomes a Free Trederand is Down 
on the Protective Tariff—A Common Man 
Hes Some Excuse for Abusing Men.

It is a good thing to take back hard words, 
but it is better not to say them. A man always 
feels a little mean after he has abused any- 
body. I do. The temptation is very great 
sometimes. Sidney Smith said that a little 
morsel of slander was the sweetest thing in the 
world. Itis justsplendid to abuse folks who 
are getting ahead of usin the world. It is 
one of the comforts of human nature, Itisa 
case of privilege. It don’t mean as much as 
it pretends to. Tho soldiers used to abuse 
their officers all the time but they wouldent 
let anybody else doit. Our people abuse our 
members of the legislature, but a man from 
enother state had better dry up if he don’t 
want to catch hail Columbia. Folks had bet- 


ter not interfere with other tolks’ quarrels, 
The other dey Old Father Ellison, who ped- 
dies fruit and garden truck about Rome, got 
blockaded by some teams in fron tof him and 
anigger droveup behind him and let his 
mule eat cabbages out of the hind end of Old 
Father Ellison’s wegon. ‘<(iet back, boy, get 
back,” saidthe old man. ‘‘Don’t you see 
your mule is eaten my cabbage. Get back, I 
say.”’ But the darkey thought it was a good 
joke, and he grinned and the other darkies 
grinned and the mule kept on with his din- 
ner. About that time a young engineer who 
bad surveyed a railroad a few years ago 
through old Father Ellisen’s land, stepped up 
end eaid, “Why don’t you get down and 
knock that nigger off of his wagon. I’ll do it 
for you if you sey #0.”” The old man looked 
herd at him through his spectacles and said:

I have heard 
them abuse clever men who were witnesses 
and tried to tell the truth until | was ashamed 
ofihem, but such lawyers are of the small 
pattern and ere a public nuisanee and stir up 
vbout balf the small litigation that crowds 
the ccurts. I don’t blame the people for 
baving a prejudice egainstthe lawyers. I see 
that the Kuighta of Labor will not let a law- 
yer ror a politician jvin their fraternity. 

But ean editor has a more responsible posi- 
tion. He is looked uptoas authority by 
thousands of people who read his paper. An 
editor is a teacher anda preacher. He shapes 
opinions and morals and gives tone to publi 
rentiment. It is astonishing how much in- 
fiuence they exert over the minds of their 
readers. The masses of readers generally in- 
dorse the sentiments of the paper they take. 
Ifa man takes the Rome Courier and no other 
peper be follows old Father Martin right 
along and becomes a free trader aud is down 
on the protective tariff and he wants the cap- 
itol buiit of Georgia marble and he wants the 
railroed commission to stand with all its pow- 
ere, for the truth is that Father Martin is solid 
end is trueto his convictions, and I always 
read what hossys with pleasure and with 

rofit. There is no time serving policy about 

im. Ifamantakes Tae Constirution he is 
just eae determined the other way on these 
questions. The readers of the Augusta Chron- 
icle don’t want any other headlight but Walsh 
and Rendal),and prohibition stands a poor 
chance in the limits of their jurisdiction. So 
the truth is, thata man had better take half 
adezen good papers for fearof drifting into 
prejudices, and 1 am not sure but that a man 
ought to belong to several churches to keep 
down his natural bigotry. 

There is arother reason why an editor ought 
to be more careful than other people. Other 
people bave no paper to fight back with. If 
every man hed an organ of his own then we 
could all grina out our quarrels and keep 
even. Nobody cares how much editors abuse 
one another. In fact, we sorter like it, and 
stand off and say, “Now, let them fight.” 
Nobody parts them or wants to. They cut 
end slesh round at other people so much that 
when they begin on one another it is a relief 
ard a recess to the public. 

But editors heve a right hard time in deal- 
ing with public men and public measures, It 
is not easy to determine where criticism ends 
and slender begins. Sometime they wake u 
the wrong ] assenger and get into trouble. 
heard a good story about an editor who had 
slashed sround at some fellows in his morn- 
ing paper end one big rough chap went up 
stairsto hunt him and asked if he was the 
edifer. He said no, but he would step out and 
call him, and he asked him to take aseat. As 
he went out he met another feller going up to 
take satisfiction, and on being aske if the 
editor was in, he said yes, and poimted tothe 
first man. 8») the second man sailed in and 
began on himandthey both mauled each 
other up terribly, to the great delight of the 
editor, But they don’t get off after that fash« 
1on generally. Sometimes they have to take 
beck what they said, and thatis right, and 
should be done at al] times when he says any- 
thirg he hadent ought to, There is no use in 
waiting for a challenge or a board of referees. 
But this is an old man’s idea. A young man 
who bas got spurs and is good looking, can’t 
eee what the spurs ere forit he don’t get on 
the fence and flap his wings and crow occa- 
sionally. It is mighty hard for a young man 
to take back. Itis not somuch his self- 
respect that is concerned as itis his respect 
for the public. He is afraid of public opinion, 
end that is just where the mistake comes in, 
for the ogee had rather have them fight than 
not. The public don’t care. They hanker 
after the excitement just like folks hanker 
after a bull fight or a dog fight or achicken 
fight. When men are at outs it is a good thing 
to have mutual friends. Sure enough friends,

in and tell them what is right and proper un- 
der the circumstances. Ofcourse they knew 
before, ard it they had been off on an island 
all by themselves they would have apologized 
end shook hands and kissed each other, but 
there wasso many folks lookingon they 
couldent do it and had to have help. Notrua 
gentleman will fight a gentleman. Nobody 
respects aman who challenges a gentleman 
andkilishim. He becomes a social outcast. 
The palm of his hand bas blood onit. Aaron 
Purr never eurvived it. A gentleman will 
alweys take back what he said if he said too 
much, end if he didn’t, why, then let him 
stand to it ard not fighteither. A man fights 
aduelto prove that he was justified in what 
he ssid or that he has personal courage. The 
reeult of the duel proves neither, for his per- 
sone!) courege was at last a fear of public opin- 
10n, and that is a low kind of cowardice. Ed- 
itors especislly have no right to set such an 
example. They should soar aboveit. And 
then, besides, we can’t spare such men as 
Larry Gantt.

Germen fieg in Madrid. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND TEE COMMIS- 
SION, 


Tre ConstiTvTion has been from first to 
last the friend of the railroad commission. 
We argued for it before it was established, 
end defendedit when it had few defenders. 
We were never more earnestly the friends of 
the commission than now. We believe it is 
more necessary now than eyer. The wisdom 
ofits concepticn has been proved, and the 
usefulnees of its administration established 
beyond doubt. 
the use of the commizsior, 
abuse. 

We are forced to the conclusion that its 
powers ere too absolite. Asit stands, it isa 
menace to investment and a bar to progress. 
Ifits dangerous features could not be re- 
Moved without impairing its efficiency, we 
should hesitate betore suggesting any amend- 
ment. but we fail tosee wherea single 
right of the people can be jeopardized, or the 
useful power of the commission abridged, by 
the compromise measure now before the leg- 
islature. 

We take it for granted the purpose of all 
concerned is to do what is best for the state. 
That certain)y is all we desire. There is no 
special interest and no special theory the 
triumph of which could compensate us for 
injury done to the state at large. As matters 
now stand, we believe the commission does 
work injury to the state. We believe it can 
be amended so as toavoid this, without really 
weakening its abundant power for good. We 
should, therefore, be glad to see it amended. 
Asforthe rest, Tue Constitution will be 
found defending the raijJroad commission 
whenever, in our opinion, its real usefulness 
is attacked, er any of its powers threatened, 
the exercise of which does not threaten larger 
interests of the commonwealth. 

CONCERNING THE CAROLINES. 

Our telegraphic advices this morning show 
that the bot-blooded Spaniards are not dis- 
posed to submit to the seizure of Yap by the 
Germans. 

The main points of difference between 
Germany and Spain bave already been out- 
lined in these columns. Spain, after claim- 
ing the Carolines for over two hundred years, 
naturally feels a strong sense of ownership, 
and she cannot see how her failureto ac- 
tually occupy the islands gives Germany the 
right to seize them. Believing her owner- 
ship to be indisputable, she bas refused Bis- 
marck’s proposition to submit the question 
to arbitration. Still, it is the opinion of 
many authorities on international law that 
the Spanish claim tothe Carolines lapsed 
long ego. England once took this position, 
and it is thought that she will now support 
Germany. 

Just whet Alfonso and his ministry would 
do, if left to themselves, it is not difficult to 
predict. They would temporize, negotiate 
and finally yield. But the fierce temper of

pretty strong expression of Spanish senti- 
ment. The mobbing of the German embassy 
at Madrid shows very plainly that the popu- 
lace are in no mood to be trified witb, and if 
Alfonso dallies or plays the dastard, he may 
lose his throne, and perhaps his head. A 
zignificant incident in the Madrid demon- 
stration was the cheeringin frontof the 
French embassy. The Spaniards look’ the 
hereditary enemies of Germany to join them 
in their hour of need, and such an allianee 
under the circumstances may reasonably be 
expected. 

As matters now stand, a declaration of war 
‘may come at any moment. It can be averted 
only by very expeditious diplomacy. Events 
will move rapidly in the next few days.

NEGRO CRIMINALS AT THE NORTH. 

We present in another column, from the 
pen of a correspondent, some very interest- 
ing statistics to which we desire to call the 
attention of our esteemed northern ex- 
changes—those organs of public opinion that 
are always searching for an opportunity to 
criticise the south. 

The figures given by our correspondent are 
taken from the tables compiled from the 


- census of 1880, anditis claimed that their 


accuracy is beyond question. Certainly 
these figures are somewhat astonishing, and 
it would be well for our esteemed northern 
exchanges to offset or explain them. It has 
been charged, for instance, that the peniten- 
tiary system of the south has been invented 
for the purpoee of perpetuating in a new 
form the old institution of slavery, and some 
cf the republican organs haye grown quite 
lugubrious over the situation. 

But, it seems after all, that if slavery has 
been perpetueted anywhere it is atthe north. 
For it appears from the figures that, while 
the per centage of negro prisoners in the 
eouth is only 3.67 times as large as the per 
centege of white prisoners, in the north, 
where everything is fair and good, the 
per centage of negro prisoners is 4.82 
times as large as the per centage of white 
prisoners, 

Now, why should there be this great differ- 
ence atthe north? Are the negroes more 
criminally disposed, relatively, than the 
whites’? If so, whysco? They are not igno- 
rent, like the negroes of the south, norare 
they as poor. What, then, is the trouble? 
Do southern judges and juries Select them as 
the victims of race prejudice? 

All these things bave been charged against 
the south, and now that facts have enabled 
us to turn the tables against the north, why 
should not the same charges be repeated 
here?

The truth is, that thesame chivalry which pro- 
tects a woman and often caures her judges aud 
juries to deal lenientiy with her, also protects the 
weak and belpless race whose alarmingly frequent 
offenses against property often go unpunished, 
simply because the injured parties regard a pun-

Our commirsion has created a most extreme 
and arbitrary one—the taking away from the rail- 
roads all rights and placing all power in the 
commission, beipg an act fearfully wrong and 
ubjust. We are not opposed to a commission 
clothed with reasonable power to regulate all 
wrongs and set right abuses, but we are opposed 
to anything even bordering on com- 
plete dictatorship. lt is against the 


spirit of our constitution and the 
will and welfare of our people. It has already 
worked great injury to our railroad interests, and 
stopped upon the very boundary lines of our state 
millions of dollars that would have otherwise 
been invested here in railroads.
